“Why  must  we  have  min¬ 
isters?  •  They  Stay  dressed  up 
ail  the  time,  read  lots  of  books 
and  make  life  hard  by  their 
preaching.  Why  should  we 
have  preachers  anyway?”  So. 
spoke  a  hard-working  man*  re¬ 
cently  in  caustic  tones.  It  is' 
a  good  question.  Why  should^ 
we  have  ministers? 

The  New  Testament  answers 
this  question  by  stating  that 
God  intends  for  us  to  have  min¬ 
isters. .  The  Bible  plainly  says 
that  God  “gave  some,  apostles; 
and  soihe,  prophets;  and  some, 
evangelists;  and  some,  pastors 
apd  teachers”  (  Ephesians 
4:11).  The  Bible  also  calls  it 
“a  good  work”  (1,- Timothy 
3:1).  In  this  good  wTork  the 
pastor  preaches  in  the  worship 
services,  ofliciates  at  Weddings 
and  funerals,  administers  bap¬ 
tism  and  the  .Lord's  Supper, 
visits  the  sick,  comforts  ,  the 
bereaved,  counsels  v>lh  those 
wlio  seek  his  help,  guides  the 
young,  encourages  the  aged, 
and  directs" the  varied  activities 
of  the  church.  He  co-operates 
.-with  every  committee  and  the 
workers  in  every  organization' 
in  the  church. 

The  pastor  is  to  his  people 
what  a  she|)herd  is  to  his  sheep.

The  freedom  to  which  Jesus  re^rs%  from  the  guilt 

and  the  power  of  sur;- through  regeneration  aniT'fii^  indwelling 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.,  it  is  also  freedom  to  do' right,  the  person  Who 
has  experienced  what  Jesus  is  talking  about  here, is'free  to  do 
Anything  that  is  fight.  As  a  slave. to  sin  and  Satan  he  is  tiot-free 
to  do  right.  His  master,  SMan,  does  not  wanjt  hipi  to  do  right.  If 
indeed  he  does  right  it, is  in  spite  of  his  master.  This  means  that 
slavery  is  not  inflicted  from  without  but  from  within.  Kach  act  of 
sin  weakens,  and  inevitably  becomes  the  cause  of  others.
